Hugh S. Johnson, NRA administrator, 
who had been called in after the na- 
tional labor board failed to halt the 
eleciion. 

Johnson Releases a Telegram. 

Gen. Johnson had released a tele- 
greum in Washington in which he com- 
plained of inability to reach Weir on 
the telephone. The text of the tele- 
gram follows: 

“I am informed that, in breach of 
your agreement with the national la- 
bor board, and in overt defiance of 
your obligation under the steel code 
and section 7-A of the nationa! indus- 
try recovery act you will tomorrow 
hold a company dominated election for 
the selection of representatives of your 
employés. 

Calls It Violation of Law. 

“T have endeavored without success 
to reach you on the telephone ani 
was met by a refusal by your secre- 
tary to put me in touch with you. 
I am informed that Gerard Swope of 
the industrial advisory board has had 
a similar experience. 

“ This.is.to.advise you that in my 


_@pinion..you..are about to commit a 


deliberate violation of federal laws 
and that 'you do so, I shall request 
the attorney ~ general to. proceed 
against you immediately. Im_ the 
meantime I shall at once call an open 
meeting to determine whether your 
Blue Eagle should be withdrawn anc 
whether you should be henceforth de- 
nied the privileges of the steel code.’ 
_Some time after the telegram had 
been dispatched, but before it was 
made public, “Hugh” and “ Ernest,” 
as they call each other, talked on the 
telephone for half an hour. 


Weir Says He Backs NRA. 


7t was understood Mr. Weir ex- 
pleined to Gen, Johnson that it was 
impossible for him to take a hand in 
the election. Jf he did so the act 
would have been in direct violation of 
the often quoted section 7-A of the 
NRA and why hadn’t the labor board 
convinced the employés’ committee of 
the necessity of a change in their

courts to decide.

John Hamilton, a leader of the gang | 
of killer. bandits who escaped on. Sept. 
26 from the Indiana penitentiary at 
Michigan City, yesterday shot and 
killed Sergt. William .T. Shanley, de- 
tective squad leader. Sergt. Shanley 
was 43 years old. 

The killing took place in an auto- 
mobile repair shop at 56320 Broadway. 
t. Shanley and his squad had 
been sent there to arrest Hamilton. 
The killer escaped, but his woman 
companion, Mrs. Elaine De Kant Dent, 
was captured. 

Winner of Hero Award. 


Secret. Shanley, the winner of one of 
THe TRIRUNR’s hero awards, was the 
thirteenth policeman killed this year 
in the line of duty. His murder 
marked the third time in recent weeks 
that attempts of Chicago police to 
trap desperate gunmen have met with 
failure. 

The first was on Nov. 1 when Verne 
Miller, the ex-sheriff who became a 
southwestern outlaw, shot his way out 
of a police trap in a north side hotel 
and escaped with a woman companion. 
He was murdered later by other gang- 
sters in Detroit.

Hamilton is 34 years old. He had 
served two years of a twenty-five 
year sentence for auto banditry when 
he and nine companions made their 
break from the Indiana prison. Since 
then he is believed to have taken 
part in several bank robberies led’ by 
Dillinger and Harry Pierpont, another 
of the escaped convicts, and possibly 
algo in the attack on the jail in Lima, 
O,, in which the gang freed Dillinger 
and killed the gheriff there. 

Shanley and his squad, con- 
sisting of Patrolmen Martin Mullen, 
the driver, and Frank Hopkins, were 
crulsing yesterday afternoon when 
Chiet of Detectives Schoemaker sent 
them an order by radio to commuf#l 
cate with him. They did and were 
sent to look for a green readster in 
the bieck On BMroadway in which the 
repair shop is situated. 

Find Green Roadster. 

After a search the squad iound the 
autumobiie in the repair shop, op- 
erated by Frank Kuhn and Arthur 
Uiness, where it had been taken to 
have a fender straightened. They 
were informed that a man and woman 
who had left it said they would re- 
turn for it in a few hours. Sergt. 
Shanley reported this to Chief Schoe- 
maker. 

That he had a desperate gunman to 
deal with was indicated by Schue- 
maker’s warning to Shanley to be 
careful and the fact that Shanley had 
scrawled on a bit of paper the name 
of Dillinger, leader of the gang. 

The squad car ha@ beeh parked at 
Catalpa avenue and Broadway, a block 
and a half away. Mullen had remained 
behind the wheel. As 4 o’clock neared 
Sergt. Shanley sent Hopkins to tell 
Mullen to take the car to the detective 
bureau to turn it over to the night 
squad which Game’on duty then. 


Fugitive Enters Garage. 


While Hopkins was gone; Hamilton 
and Mrs. Dent entered. What hap- 
pened then was described by Sam 
Tower, 3652 Lawrence avenue, a me- 
chanic in the shop. 

“The couple came in and walked 
over to the car,” said Tower. “ Sergt, 
Shanley walked up to them. and asked, 
*Tg this your car?’

By 
evening losses totaling $7,200 had 
been shown. One of those who did 
not make a statement at the bank 
was Leonard Boltz, formerly member 
of a beer gang and recently involved 
in gambling enterprises. He told the 
police he lost more than $8,000. 

Crowd Gathered at Bank. 

When representatives of the bank's 
receiver, William L. O’Connell, ap- 
peared yesterday to open the bank 
building more than 200 persons were 
waiting. All were eager to know if 
their boxes had been robbed. 

Cc. BE. Ummach, deputy receiver, and 
his son, R. T. Ummach, asked each 
person to tell the number of his box. 
They were able to relieve the fears 
of many persons quickly. 

Some were told: “Probably only 
your money was taken as the robbers 
did not take documents of any kind, 
as far as we know, nor jewelry.

Engineer’s Story. of Fatal 
Accident in Florida. 


Crescent City, Fla., Dec. 14.—(7)— 
Ten children were killed and some 
80 injured this morning when a freight 
train roared out of a heavy fog just 

as the driver of a packed school bus 
swerved into a crossing. 

Several of the injured, picked up 
where they fell along the railroad 
right of way from the splintered bus, 
are not expected to survive their in- 
juries.

The tragedy came as D. R. Niles, 
elderly driver of the bus, reached the 
end of his five mile rural route at 
Silver Pond Grove, south of here, and 
was about to bring his little charges 
to the Crescent City elementary school. 


Parents Rush to Scene. 


The crossing was on a dirt side 
road, not far from a paved highway 
and near the home of Rupert Teuton, 
who was said to have constructed a 
space for the bus to turn without the 
necessity for crossing the railroad 
tracks. 

Passersby, together with members 
of the train crew and persons sum- 
-moned from the town, gave quick aid 
to the injured. The most seriously 
hurt were taken in three ambulances 
to Palatka, about 30 miles away. 

The news spread rapidly through the 
farming neighborhood where the. little 
victims lived, and scenes of sorrow 
wére enacted as anguished parents 
and friends wildly sought their loved 
ones. 

Widow Loses Four Children. 


The driver of the bus survived the 
crash, but was badly injured. Lying 
on a-cot in the Baptist parsonage 
here he expressed the wish that he, 
too, might die when he learned the 
extent of the calamity. 

In the confusion which followed the 
crash it was hours before the real 
death list was known. Some bodies 
were mangied. Officials did not know 
the exact number of children in the 
bus, but believed there were 39. 

Mrs. Bennie Smith, a widow, lost 
four children. 

Ten children were in the Palatka hos- 
pital. Others were treated at emer- 
gency hospitals set up here in the 
Baptist parsonage and a local physi- 
cian’s office. 

Engineer’s Story of Tragedy. 

Engineer R. A. Howell said he did 
not see the truck until he was within 
10 feet of the crossing. He said he 
applied his brakes immediately but 
Was going about 35 miles an hour and 
the brakes hardly had time to take 
hold before the impact. 

The engineer and fireman, J. D. 
Hobgood, removed four dead and four 
injured fromthe front of the engine. 

“T’d much rather have been the 
one killed,” Howell said. His hands 
and lips trembling. “Just to think 
of those poor, little innocent children 
being slaughtered that way. It was 
too awful for words. 

“Tt was too much for me,” Howell 
said. “When we had removed the 
broken little bodies from the front 
of the engine I cHNmbed back into 
my cab. I don’t know low long it 
was after the crash.

The outburst came when Attorney 
Peterson informed the judge. that At> 
torney Lofton had imposed upon him 
and other courts and upon thé bar 
association in quoting a New York 
ease to the effect that charity could 
not be obtained through fraud because 
it is a gift. This ruling has been re- 
pudiated in New York, where it was 
only a minority opinion, and has never 
held. in any other state, Attorney 
Peterson declared. 

“The defendants demand jury 
trials,” Attorney Lofton shouted. 

“BHaven’t relief defendants been 
bag re fairly in this court?” Judge 


eckson asked. 
Yes, they have,” Lofton replied. 


“Then I don't understand the 
reason for all this jockeying, these

“Quote Me,” Judce Invites.

Washington, Di C., Dec, 14,—[Spe- 
cial,]J—Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace stggested in his annual report 
made public today that full realiza- 
tion of the implications of the new 
deal will require strict limitation and 
regulation by the government of the 
profits of business enterprise. 


Of more immediate necessity, fn ‘his |’ 


opinion, is government supervision 
and regulation of speculation on grain 
and other commodity exchanges. The 
secretary outlined on this question the 
views of the administration, which pur. 
poses to initiate legislation at the ap- 
proaching session of congress for gov- 
ernment control of the commodity and 
stock exchanges. 


Program Handicapped, He Says. 


* Speculation on the commodity ex- 
changes,” said Mr. Wallace, -“ handi- 
capped the agricultural recovery pro- 
gram during the summer, Tempo- 
rarily it pushed prices out of line with 
supply and demand conditions to such 
an extent that the need for crop: ad- 
justment seemed obviated. It raised 
false hopes among the farmers, belied 
the statistical evidence that farm pro- 
duction was overexpanded, and decep- 
tively narrowed the spread between 
the current and the fair exchange 
values of wheat and. cotton.” 

The secretary conceded that trad- 
ing in futures is. an important part 
of the present system of grain mar- 
keting. 

“A reasonable amount of specula- 
tion,” he added, “ gives a liquid char- 
acter to the futures markets and aids 
in furnishing a readily available 
means whereby grain merchants may 
hedge their risks. Trading in futures 
also serves as a barometer of prices, 
a reflection of market factors, mate- 
rial and psychology. 


Hits Uncontrolled Speculation, 


“But it is one thing to recognize 
a legitimate place for futures trading 
and another to accept uncritically all 
the abuses to which it may give rise. 
Uncontrolled speculation, ‘particularly 
uncontrolled speculation by individual 
large operators, destroys whatever 
value the system may normally pos- 
sess. Such speculation, always ob- 
noxious, becomes particularly obnox- 
lous when the country is engaged in 
efforts to regulate farm production. 
Uncontrolled speculation does not go 
well with controlled production. 

“Government supervision has had 
a wholesome effect and has curbed 
grain speculation materially and use- 
fully since the grain futures act was 
passed in’ 1922. It has caused the 
elimination of many faulty practices 
and has led to remedial action by the 
grain,.exchanges themselves. It has 
met with opposition chiefly from per- 
sons Who maintain that speculation 
stabilizes markets and lessens price 
fluctuations. The most violent opposi- 
tion has always come from those who 
profit most in commissions or desire 
other monetary gains from a large 
volume of speculative business. 


Supervision Held Necessary. 


“Up to a certain point. speculation 
may have the effect of stabilizing 
markets and lessening price fluctua- 
tions. Beyond it, opposite results de- 
velop. Information furnished to the 
government under the terms of the 
grain futures act has shown repeat- 
edly that uncontrolled speculation 
dominates price movements for short 
periods to the injury of the farmers 
and the community in general. 

“Individuals have sometimes held 
speculative lines exceeding 10,000,000 
bushels. Single traders have, on cer- 
tain days, done a volume of business 
exceeding 10 per cent of the total fu- 
tures business done on those days. 
Federal supervision of grain exchange 


trading is necessary, as this year’s 


experience demonstrated anew.

“This question of profits goes, of

Mr. Mitchell, 
who was prosecuted criminally by the 
federal goVernment ahd acquitted by 
a@ jury on a charge that he had con- 
apired to cheat the govérnment, still 
ig subject t6 a civil claim filed by 
the treasury to recover the amount 
of taxes said to have been evaded, 


Hopes to Collect Full Tax, 


Mr. Mitchell, it was revealed, had 
made a compromise offer to the tréeas- 
ury department and according to a 
high official the banker felt assured 
By previous officials that the com- 
promise would be accepted. 

But with Acting Secretary Morgen- 
thau’s entry into the control of the 
treasury, all such assurances have 
gone by the board, it was stated. In 
the Mitchell case, Mr. Morgenthau 
announced this morning that the pro- 
Posed compromise had been suggested 
~ him.

to proceed with the case and 
to collect the full tax.” 
Declines to Discuss Amount. 


The secretary declined to discuss 
fhe total amount claimed by the gov- 
é¢rnment, or the amount of the com- 
promise offer of Mr. Mitchell, but it 
was reported the banker’s offer was 
around a figure of $100,000. 

There is a fairly large grist of

That it will be the burden of the 
taxpayers to assume the proof of 
their case was indicated by the atti- 
tude of Secretary Morgenthau and 
gome of the treasury under-officials.

|Langer Addresses Illinois 


Farmers. 


Kankakee, Ill., Dec, 14,—[Special.] 
—Addressing 2,000 farmers tonight in 


‘a massmeeting at the Kankakee ar- 


mory, Gov. William Langer of North 
Dakota made a strong plea for more 
direct action to aid farmers and paid 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace an. ironic. compliment. 

“Tf Wallace would go to school for 
a few more years,” the governor de- 
clared, ‘“‘he would make a good sec- 


ond rate county agent.” 

Although he had been accused of 
heading a radical government in a 
radical state, Gov. Langer said, he 
had discovered that there was even 
more radicalism outside the bounda- 
ries of North Dakota, 

* All that the farmers want is cost 
of production plus a reasonable 
profit,” he asserted. 


Defends Mortgage Action. 


The governor defended his conduct 
in declaring a moratorium against 
foreclosures of mortgages. First, he 
said, he had been asked by banks, 
insurance companies and building and 
joan associations to declare a mora- 
torlum in their favor, and did so. 
He then gave the same treatment to 
the “little fellow,” he added, writing 
a letter to sheriffs instructing them 
not to seize lands, cows or horses on 
foreclosure proceedings. 

“T promised that I would not call 
out the troops,” he said, “except to 
shoot the sheriffs. We have not had 
to shoot the sheriffs and even the 
lawyers have not taken the foreclo- 
sure action to the Supreme court.” 

Reduces State’s Tax Bill. 

Gov. Langer told of reducing North 
Dakota’s tax bill from ten million dol- 
lars to four and a half million a year. 
He declared that, while he was a Re- 
publican, he was heartily in favor of 
President Roosevelt's recovery. pro- 
gram. 

His speech was made under the 
auspices of the Farmers Educational 
and Co-operative Union of America. 
Edward Kennedy, secretary of the 
National Farmers union, who presid- 
ed, said that he approved the Presi- 
dent's program, but that farmers 
should see “he makes no mistakes.” 

Before going to Kankakee Gov. 
Langer visited Gov. Horner in Spring- 
field, and laid a wreath on the tomb 
of Abraham Lincoln.

At- 
torney Green said that he would ask 
the federal court to take jurisdiction 
in spite of the ruling of Judge Shurt- 
leff,- on the ground that the NRA 
board members are federal employ6s.

‘ The total quota allotted to all other 
major importing nations, as anh- 
nounced by Choate yesterday, is slight- 
ly in excess of 3,702,000 gallons. The 
highest quota given any one country 
was the 1,100,000 gallons of wine and 
whisky allotted to Italy. 

Canada’s extra quota treatment, ac- 
cording to the liquor czar, is the re- 
sult’ of her governmental codperation 
in seeking to prevent the shipment of 
liquor to this country during the pro- 
hibition years. Her consent to a treaty 
with this country under which the 
Canadian government prohibited Amer- 
ican bound.cargoes of liquor clearing 
from Canadian ports, Choate stated, 
left dominion distillers with 20 mil- 
lion gallons of whisky on their hands 
which had been produced expressly 
for shipment to the United States. 


Prices Arouse Congressman. 


The liquor price situation, mean- 
while, brought from Representative 
John J.’ O’Connor [Dem., N. Y¥:]}, @ 
charge that conditions in the liquor in- 
dustry “are scandalous.” , 

Appearing before the joint congres- 
sional committee studying liquor tax- 
ation, Representative O’Connor assert- 
ed that the federal government's ef- 
forts at control of the liquor traffic 
since repeal have “opened the door 
to more opportunities for enforcement 
graft and political influence than ever 
existed under. prohibition.” 

“Tf the situation that exists today 
is what we must have as a conse- 
quence of repeal, as for me, give me 
prohibition,” O’Connor declared, “ Lit- 
tle did we think that our efforts to dis- 
lodge the federal government from 
the invasion of state rights would be 
rewarded by a vicious interference 
under the NRA.” 

Lashes “ Whisky Trust.” 

O'Connor charged that lobbyists for 
the distillers; who he claimed form 
a “whisky trust,” have been active in 
Washington since long before repeal 
became effective, seeking a low tax 
rate on legal whisky under what he 
called a.“ pretense’ of making it un- 
profitable for the bootlegger to con- 
tinue in business. 

“It is amusing,” he said, “to hear 
the distillers denounce their old pals 
and clients; the bootleggers, with 
whom they have done business for 
years and out of whom they have 
made huge profits. For instance, this 
week the whisky trust is negotiating 
to buy back 77,000 gallons of a well 
known. American whisky which was 
sold by the trust to the bootleczers, 
and it is also negotiating to purchase 
from the bootleggers another item of 
54,000 gallons of Canadian whisky.”

-. When Werner thundered his charges 
of high treason and asked for the 
death penalty, the stolid Van der 
Lubbe was slumped in ‘his seat, ap- 
parently asleep. Torgler winced, and 
his eyes filled with tears. 

Circumstantial Evidence. 


The death penalty demand for Van 
der Lubbe was expected, since he re- 
peatedly confessed setting the pariia- 
ment on fire. The case against Torgler 
Was pieced together from circumstan- 
tial evidence and largely through the 
‘testimony of one of his most bitter ene- 
mies, Berthold Karwahne, a former 
communist member of the reichstag. 
Karwahne, who is now a Nazi, testi- 
fied he saw Torgler together with 
der Lubbe in the lobby of the re 
tag the afternoon of the fire. 

Prosecutor Werner today again 
dwelt eloquently on the theme as to 
“who could benefit by the fire.” He 
spoke for hours. Werner charged that 
the communists, desperate over the 
victory of the Nazis at the polis, 
sought to start a civil war by firing 
the reichstag as the signal for an up- 
rising, 

“IT admit that the guilt of four of 
the accused could be proved only by 
circumstantial evidence,” the prose- 
cutor shouted. “There is no person 
existing who directly received. know!l- 
edge that the four defendants [all ex- 
cept Van der Lubbe] were implicated 
in the deed. 

Calls Torgler Co-Plotter. 


“The perpetrators were people either 
In the communist party or sympa- 
thizers with it. One of the motives 
in the fire was to weaken the Nazis’ 
position by arousing the belief that 
they were guilty of planning the arson. 

“There is no doubt that Torgler 
must be looked upon as the co-perpe- 
trator in the reichstag arson and that 
he proposed to give a signal for a com- 
munist uprising.” 

The prosecution’s demand that Tor- 
gler and Van der Lubbe go to the ax 
“in explation of their crimes” gave 
rise to speculation as to the manner 
in which the sentences will be. exe- 
cuted—if the Supreme court returns 
such sentences. 

Chancellor Hitler in an address be- 
for the reichstag March 23 said “he 
favored public decapitation of the 
reichstag tncendiaries and their ac- 
complices.” Early this month. Gen. 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering, premier 
of Prussia and reichsminister of avia- 
tion, said that if he had his way “those 
responsible for the fire would be 
hanged from trees across from the 
reichstag.”’

Revision Is Made.

MADRID, Spain, Dec. 14.—El De- 
bate, organ of the Spanish Catholics, 
will publish tomorrow conditions for 
acceptance of the republic by Catho- 
lics, | 

Entitled “ Catholics and the Repub- 
ic,” the editorial in El Debate will 
emphasize the persecution against 
which Spain's Catholics have fought 


for two years, but despite which they 
have systematically respected the con- 
stituted authority of the state. 


The article quotes Pope Pius XI. on 
the form of the régime and to the ef- 
fect that Catholics need have no dliffi- 
culty in accepting the republican form 
of government as such, 

El Debate, however, demands revi- 
sion of the new republican constitu. 
tion or at least its interpretation in a 
very liberal sense. 

“It is necessary,” it says, “for re- 
publicans to make clear by deed and 
word that the church can live with 
dignity within the republic. To achieve 
this it is necessary to substitute tol- 
erance for the spirit of persecution 
embodied in the constitufion and séme 
of the new laws. If this is done, then 
Spanish Catholics can. work. within 
the bounds of the republic.” 

The paper not only represents offi- 
cia] Catholic opinion in Spain but 
also the political opinion of the Agra- 
rian party led by Gil Robles and which 
has 116 deputies in the new parilia- 
ment.

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Paraguay Drives Enomy 
Back in Chaco War...

MONTEVIDEO, Dec: 14-—By swift

Bolivian Machine Collapses. 

This news indicated that the Para- 
guayans might win peace by a de- 
cisive military action. Their swift ad- 
vance from Fort Saavedra, which 
they captured early today, to Munoz, 
3 miles away, further indicates that 
the Bolivian military machine in this 
region has collapsed. 

The rapidity with which the Para- 
guayan army has advanced since the 
collapse of the Bolivian front at 
Alihudta Sunday confirms the reports 
that the Paraguayan general staff had 
a well laid plan for wiping up all Bo- 
livian positions in southern aco. 

- Immediately after the destruction of 
the Fourth and Ninth divisions at 
Alihuata, the Paraguayans made a 
determined drive against l’orts Samak- 
lay and Murguia, which have formed 
the most troublesome salient and a 
constant threat to the Paraguayan 
headquarters at Fort Nanawa, or 
Ayala.

Differences in Teaching 
Methods Outlined. 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 
Merger of the University of Chicago 
and Northwestern university into one 
centrally directed institution in which 


scholarship and research would be em- 
phasized on the Midway, professional 
training on McKinlock campus, ‘and 
undergraduate work at Evanston, 
would have far reaching resulta in 
the fields of law, medicine and reli- 
gion, as well as in general education. 
It would” set certain trends on a 
broader highway, give them new mo- 
mentum, and influence profoundly the 
thinking of future generations. 

One situation which has not been 
approached in any concrete way con- 
cerns the effects on religious teaching 
and training. The tentative memoran- 
da of the presidents of the two in- 
stitutions, made last July 6 and set- 
ting forth possible changes and econo- 
mies resulting from a merger, con- 
tain the line, “ ane religious program.” 

What this means is left in obscurity, 
but a brief survey of the institutions 
and methods on the two campuses in- 
dicates a possible major difficulty here, 
with the clear implication of increased 
power and prestige flowing to the Mid- 

way divinity school, with its emphasis 
on experiment and criticism. 

A Point of Difference. 


While there is no incompatibility be- 
tween the religious training outlooks 
of the Chicago and Northwestern 
groups, there are strong. distinctions 
to be made, The south side has tend- 
ed more to the left, while Evanston 
thas remained closer to the traditions 
of the established church, nurtured in 
the old spirit of evangelical Protes- 
tantism. 

The Midway divinity school has 
wroucht its own “merger” already 
in the denominational field, and has 
developed a great company of re: 
licious scholars in the William Rainey 
Harper tradition of “ get more knowl- 
edge into religion.” Some of these 
scholars are shockingly radical to the 
old fashioned religionist. They have 
tossed all ancient authority, in the 
Bible and everywhere else, out of the 
window. 

There is no static body of truth to 
them. Religion and God are evolving 
concepts, ever being enlarged and 
changed by man’s new knowledge of 
the universe, including himself. 


Train Preachers in Evanston. 


While Evanston, too, has scholars 
and radicals, it is more in the busi- 
ness of training preachers for specific 
chureh work. Garrett Biblical insti- 
tute, the oldest theological school in 
the middle west, was founded to mect 
the demand for leaders in the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church. Its purpose re- 
mains the same today, though it offers 
wider courses of study through its 
intimate relationship with Northwest- 
ern. 

Seabury Western Theological sem- 
inary, also on the Evanston campus, 
is a graduate school of theology of the 
Protestant Episcopal church. For its 
doctrinal standards the seminary went 
back to the simple faith of the undl- 
vided. church. 

The opposition here is plain, and it 
is further apparent that any concen- 
tration of research work on the south 
side, such as contemplated in the mer- 
ger, would interfere with one of the 
primary advantages of the location of 
these seminaries on the Northwestern 
campus. It would tend to drive stu- 
Gents of history and higher criticism 
to the Midway school, which has al- 
ready taken the leadership in this di- 
rection. It would bring them under 
the influence of the new evangelicism. 
the insistence upon the development 
of personality, rather than into the 
field of the old churches and their es- 
tablished truths. 

Seience Versus Religion. 


Henshaw Ward, in “ Builders of De- 
lusion,” after looking over some of 
the strange gods of the Midway and 
assuming that the old-fashioned God 
still dwelt at Evanston, with an em- 
phasis there on belief rather than on 
scientific verification, writes: 

“This difference between Evanston 
and the south side is the key to the 
conflict between science and relicton. 
We read that there is such a confiict, 
and we read that there is no such 


_ conflict. We most commonly read that 


science and religion have their own 
domains, that each is supreme in its 
own sphere. And that is undeniably 
true so long as religion is purely a 
matter of revelation or faith of gub- 
jective experience. But these are small 
and dubious areas in the wide realm 
of modern intellectual activities. 
Everywhere else there is a growing 
demand for verification. 

“There is an increasing conviction 
that an idea is a mere opinion until 
all normal observers see It alike: that 
knowledge is never subjective and 
never absolute, but Is a matter of 
probability. 

“So the knowledge of God {s set 
apart. It fs in a dim, strange, walled- 
off region where verification does not

And now the theologians are 
making a breach in the wall and in- 
viting verification to come in. Every 
least concession to clear thinking, 
every least absorption of the scien- 
tific method, fs a welcome to verifica- 
tion.

This is 
not simply a conflict with religion;

Mr. Ward's alarm is hardly justi- 
fied, unless he enlarges the base of 
his heresies. Garrett teachers would 
be welcomed at the University of Chi- 
cago divinity school for summer work. 
The bookshelves of Garrett library 
contain the latest scientific efforts at 
comprehending God... Yet the. fact. re- 
mains that the aim of a divinity 
school, as set forth at the University 
of Chicago and as certain to have 
increasing influence, is in direct pppo- 
sition to all the churches and institu- 
tions that are founded on the old 
divine authority. 

The fundamentalist groups, which 
are. numerous In the Chicago area, 
consider the Midway schoo! their chief 
enemy. When the University of Chi- 
cago professors flocked to Dayton, 


against William Jennings Bryan in 
the Scopes trial, the cry went up 
from the fundamentalist Ieaders that 
the Rockefeller influence was out to 
crush the churches. 

In a progressively lesser way the 
Midway school fs in opposition to the 
Seabury-Western Theological  semi- 
nary, which has close relations with 
Northwestern; Garrett, and other sec- 
tarian seminaries. Church training 
schools could remain in a merger with- 
out losing identity or aim, but the 
situation here seems to make inev- 
itable the ultimate concentration of 
nonsectarian religious thinking into 
the flexible pattern of the Chicago 
Divinity. school:

Market Attractions. §

A pieture in words of Chicagoland 
markets and stores preparing for food 
shoppers today and tomorrow Isa pic- 
ture of attractive bargains In meats, 
fruits, vegetables and other staples— 
a suitable preamble of Christmas 
cheer. 


For in spite of gradual rises in the 
average prices- of most foods, there 
still are bargains insisted upon by the 
law of supply.and demand and accen- 
tuated by merchants and thrifty shop- 
pers alike. In meats such as beef in 


steaks and roasts, and in the poultry | 


supplies, quality seems to be a part- 
ner, temporarily atleast, of low prices. 
Verectable Supply Adequate. 

In a gurvey of November's Thanks- 
giving supplies, the only vegetable 
which seemed to be scarce was cab 
bage. The supplies of vegetables this 
week-end are fully as adequate and 
even the cabhare prices remain low 
due to shipments of “ new” cabbage 
from Texas, Arizona and Louisiana to 
supplement the northern fall harvest 
coming out of storage houses. 

Potatoes cost a little more than they 
did a month ago, due to slowly rising 
wholesale prices, but. the inerease is 
more evident in the medium sized 
grades than im the western grown 
large baking types. Swee potatogs and 
yams may be included in the bargain 
list, depending on quality. 

In the fruit supplies, especially, a 
more than typical display of colorful 
cheer is offered by food stores. The 
new crop of naval oranges is arriving 
from the southwest in quantities suf- 
ficient to provide bargains this week- 
end and promising even lower prices 
on both large and small sizes next 
week for holiday shopping lists. 

Naval Oranges Larger Than Usual. 

The ‘naval oranres usnally are not 
as jarce as they are this year, vying 
even with the largest valencia oranges. 
The latter kind is nearing the end of 
ite season and deniers predicted yes- 
terday that there would be few on 
the market after another week. Ap- 
ples for cooking, baking and eating 
are plentiful. 

The principal grape variety being 
sold in Chieago this week-end is the 
red emperor, although there are a few 
white malagas, some black Ribiers 
and gome of the white Elmyras that 
come packed In sawdust. The persim- 
mon supply is expected to last not 
more than ten days. 

Holly and Mistletoe. 

Additional holiday suggestions are 
found in many stores in the boxes of 
holly from North Carolina, Tennessee 
ond Delaware, and the mistletoe from 
the south and east. Christmas trees 
of spruce and balsam still have white 
frost and a breath of the north woods 
clinging. to needles and branches.

Three Cows with Byrd on 


BY EVERETT SWINGLE, 
Dairying on the high seas ana on 


a suburb of the south pole, ‘is one of 
the interesting features of the polar 
expedition on which Admiral Richard 
E. Byrd recently embarked, . 
To persons interested in foods the 
trip has possibly as much or more im- 
terest than the more technical scien- 
tific aspects of this second south pole 
expedition by Byrd, as the food sup- 
ples are considered of prime impor: 
tance, 
Nearly a fourth of the Jake Rup- 
pert, the largest of two ships, is al- 
lotted to three Guernsey cows and 
their food supplies, so that the men 
may have fresh milk during. the 
months on the ice. 

Tons of Cattle Food, 
At Boston, where the cows. were 
loaded on board ship, 40 tons of hay 
and a large grain and beet supply 
were included as cargo, so that suitti- 
cient dairy feed would be available 
when the 14x8 foot “dairy barn” is 
constructed of wood and ice blocks at 
Little America, 
According to B. W. Bunce of the 
American Guernsey Cattle elub, 
through which the three milk cows 
were obtained for the polar trip, the 
Byrd expedition has received exten- 
sive publicity for carrying the cows 
on board ship, yet whaling vessels 
which go annually to the ice packs 
near Little America also carry small 


supplement dried and canned milk. 
and milk products, 

A whaling vessel in modern days 
has become such a complete floating 
factory that hospitals, fleets of speed- 
beats, and efficient machinery make 
less fearful the old time dangers and 
hardships common to the whaling in- 


dustry. 

upplies on Both Ships. 
Although the Bear is to he constdé- 
ered the Byrd supply ship, the Jake 
Ruppert will carry such freicht as 
four airplanes and a snowmobile, an 
autogiro, wireless equipment, 2,000 
tons of fuel ofl, 1,200 drums of avia- 
tion gasoline, and 400 tons of special 
of] for Diesel engines. 
For food, the supplies on the Jake 
Ruppert include 26,000 pounds of flour, 
1,500 tons of fresh ment, three tons 
of coffee, two tons of sugar, 6,000 
dozens of eggs, one and one-half tons 
of butter, 10,000 cans of evaporated 
milk, two tons of smoked and pickled 
meat, five tons of mixed flour, 560 tons 
of dehydrated vegetables, ahd ten tons 
of miscellaneous foodstuffs, including 
concentrated orange, lemon; and lime 
juice. Quite an order of food! 
For two years the members of the 
expedition will be thankful for or re- 
gretting the items remembered or for- 
gotten In planning this trip. The com- 
mander expects this second explora- 
tion will provide Information of value 
in radio, aviation, dairying, biology, 
chemistry, botany, mineralogy, and 
meteorology. He reported recently 
that he fully expected to return with 
the three cows as well as a calf sched- 
uled to be born late this month.

Find Columbia 
Rowing Coach 
Shot to Death 


South Chatham, Mass., Dec. 14-— 
[Special.]—Bearing a gunshot wound 
in the right side and abdomen, the 
body of Richard J, [Rich] Glenaon, 
coach of the Columbia university 


crew, was found today in a bleak, 
snow covered spot near an old ice 
house, not far from the beach. 

The finding of the body, covered by 
the snow, culminated an all night 
search by his father, Richard A. [Old 
Dick] Glendon, famous Navy crew 
coach; his brother, Hubert, boxing 
coach at Columbia, and friends. 

Despite several unexplained circum- 
stances, Dr. C. H, Keene, local medi- 
cal examiner, made a provisional find- 
ing of accidental death. Dr. Keene 
said he was not impressed by the fact 
that the elder Glendon had found in 
his son's room at their home here a 
letter, the contents of which were not 
divulged. Dr. Keene added that he 
was also unimpressed by the father’s 
remarks to Police Chief Everett Eild- 
redge that “ he’s done it” and “ we've 
got to keep looking now until we 
find him.” 


Left Home Early. 


The Columbia coach, who was 37 
and known to his friends 
as a quiet, unassuming person, left 
his South Chatham home yesterday 
carrying a 12 gauge double-barreled 
shotgun. Although he presumably 
had set out to hunt, he wore light 
blue trousers and rubbers.

HITLER TAKES 
COMMAND OF 
1936 OLYMPICS

BERLIN, Dec. 14.—Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler today assumed personal charge 
| of Germany's preparations for the 
|Olympic games scheduled to take place 
in Berlin in 1936. He issued a pro- 
nouncement which may or may not 


it calls for the gelection of the best 
Olympic fighters from all parts of 
Germany but makes no reference to 
their race or creed, 

The ministry or popular enlichten- 
ment and propaganda said tonight it 
was without authority to say whether 
this pronouncement was issued in or- 
der to lift the bars on German Jews 
with respect to the Olympic games as 
demanded by the American Amateur 
Athletic association or not, but Ger- 
man sport circles assumed tonight it 
was. 

The pronouncement reads in part: 

“With this day I have given my 
final consent to the construction of 
a stadium, Germany thereby obtains 
a sports field without a parallel in the 
world. 

“But buildings alone are not suffi- 
cient in order to guarantee the repre- 
sentation of German sport adequate 
to the world importance of our nation. 
Desire is united and the ready will of 
the nation is to select the best fighters 
from all parts of Germany and train 
and steel them in order that in the 
impending competitions we may come 
out with honor, 

“A task no less important is the 
permanent and effective cultivation 
of physical exercise among the entire 
people as one of the most important 
cultural values of the National §o- 
cialist state. Thereby we will create 
a permanent foundation for the spirit 
of the new Germany.”

Some progress toward an agreement 
among the conflicting financial inter- 
ests of the surface lines .on a traction 


_ merger plan was reported yesterday 


at a conference in the chambers of 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson. 
Attending. the conference, besides 
Judge Wilkerson, were Melvin A. 
Traylor and A. W. Harris, bankers, 
representing the senior bondholders 
of the companies owning the south, 
west and north side surface (ines. 

Mr. Traylor, who is president of the 
First National bank, is spokesman for 
the bondholders’ committee of the 
Chicago railways company, which 
owns the north and west side surface 
lines. Mr. Harris, chairman of the 
board of the Harris Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, represents the bondholders’ 
committee of the south side street 
railways. All the surface lines are in 
receivership under the jurisdiction of 
Judge Wilkerson. 

Threatens to Stop Interest. 

Barlier in the week Judge Wilker- 
son announced that interest payment 
on the senior securities of the street 
car companies would be stopped un- 
less there is some agreement on a 
merger plan by Jan. 31, the deadline 
for acceptance of the new franchise 
merger ordinance adopted at a refer- 
endum in 1930. ‘Judge Wilkerson also 
declined to approve payment of fees 
to attorneys for three groups of junior 
security holders of the surface lines. 

After yesterday’s conference Judge 
Wilkerson said he had reason to be- 
lieve that an agreement might be 
reached shortly between the various 
financial interests. Neither Mr. Tray- 
lor nor Mr. Harris would comment on 
the conference. It was understood, 
however, that they presented argu- 
ments for the financial setup which 
they favor under the reorganization 
plan. It was also said that they of:- 
fered to make some compromises. 


Other Obstacles to Merger. 


Another obstacle in the way of a 
traction settlement, it became known 
yesterday, is the acquisition of new 
money needed to consummate the 
merger. The clearing of the rapid 
transit property titles, against which 
are outstanding some $3,000,000 in 
liens, and the security exchange ar- 
rangement, are other problems to be 
worked out before the merger can 
take place. 

At present there is some disagree- 
ment as to the amount of the “L” 
property liens. The figure has been 
variously estimated up to $13,000,000. 
One authority holds that the liens 
total only $3,000,000. Other items, 
classed as liens, such as the 1932 and 
1933 taxes, he said, could be deferred, 
and some unpaid bills could be cared 
for with the new securities to be is- 
sued by the consolidated company. 

The elevated interests have the 
problem .of clearing the liens, which 
constitute a cloud against the proper- 
ties. They have no money available 
for this purpose because of low reve- 
nues. The bondholders of the Chicago 
Surface Lines do not have this prob- 
lem. Their financial needs to assure 
clear titles can be taken care of out 
of current earnings being set aside for 
that purpose. 


POSSIBILITY OF 
SUITS MAY BAR 
A FIXED BRIDGE 


The possibility of damage suits 
against the state of Illinois may pre- 
vent the city from gefting a permit 
to build a fixed bridge over the north 
branch of the river at Ashland avenue, 
it appeared yesterday.

“In that event, with pressing need 
for funds to finance the public works 
and other programs, the government 
could be expected to check this money 
out to individuals and corporations. 

“The checks would go to members 
for deposit and would wind up as addl- 
tional credits of member banks with 
federal reserve. This would mean an 
increase of four billions in effective 
cash reserves of member banks, with 
resulting vast stimulus to bank loans. 

“ Even if the federal re. erve sold all 
possible earnings assets it could coun- 
teract only a small part of this infla- 
tionary movement. 


Warns of Congress Control. 

“This is a phase of devaluation 
heretofore overlooked but of great po- 
tential merit. It would be controllable, 
since its extent would be measurable 
in advance. It would come in addition 
to the already substantial price in- 
creases resulting from dollar deprecia- 
tion.” 

Prof. Rogers termed the administra- 
tion monetary policy discreet in com- 
parison with alternatives that might 
come from weakening of the Presi- 
dent’s prestige and return of control 
over money to congress.

That the Continental directors in- 
tend to elect a chairman has been 
known since Mr. Field’s resignation. 
Naming of his successor, however, is 
not expected to occur before the an- 
nual meeting on Jan. 12, although the 
individual chosen may be made known 
before that time. 

A complicating factor lies in. the 
changes in the directorate which will 
occur early in January. The Con: 
34 directors. Under 
a provision of the new banking act 


| effective Jan. 1 no national bank may 


have more than 26 directors. That 
will necessitate some important 
changes in the directorate, and it is 
believed that the formal election of 
a chairman will be left to the directors 
chosen at the annual meeting. 

Meanwhile, it is generally known 
that the Continental directors are con- 
sidering several candidates, including 
George A. Ranney, vice chairman of 
Commonwealth Edison company, and 
R. A. Young, governor of the Federal! 
Reserve bank of Boston. Neither of 
these men, it is understood, would be 
willing to assume the job unless they 
were approved by the RFC, the fed- 
eral reserve board and the treasury 
department. 

x 

Another question that is worrying 
bank officials is the extent to which 
directors of banks that have no need 
for additional capital will be crowded 
by the RFC to sell preferred stock or 
capital notes to the RFC, regardless 
of the banks’ sufficiency of capital 
and liquidity. 

When Chairman Jones of the RFC 
spoke before the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association Tuesday night he 
avoided this issue. Printed copies of 
his prepared speech released to the 
press prior to the meeting, however, 
contained these remarks, which he 
omitted in his address: 

“The reluctance, or shall I say hesi- 
tancy, on the part of some leading 
bankers to advocate the preferred 
etock program by participating in it 
themselves has been difficult to un- 
derstand, especially since no class of 
business has had more governmental 
aid than banks .,. 

“The -banker who Insists that he 
should not be expected to join in the 
program because his bank does not 
need the capital does not deserve the 
good fortune of his comfortable posi- 
tion,”

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Dollar Value 
Plunges to 
63.80 Cents 


New York, Dec. 14.—The dollar fell 
sharply in foreign exchange today, los- 
ing nearly all the gains it had made 
earlier in the week on the talk of 
stabilization. The currency was weak 
throughout the day and closed at the 
lowest point reached during trading, 
63.80 cents, down 1.38 cents from 
Wednesday’s final value. 

The reaction was ascribed in for- 
eign exchange circles to the combined 
influence of renewed denials by Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
of the reported stabilization plans, re- 
newed agitation for devaluation by 
Senator Thomas of Oklahoma and 
others, and reports that the 1935 
budget would amount to $5,000,000,000. 


Gold Provides No Support. 


The maintenance by the RFC for 
the twelfth successive day of a gold 
price of $34.01 failed to offer any sup- 
port to the dollar in the face of these 
developments. An additional circum- 
stance tending to weaken the dollar 
was the realization that the seasonal 
period of weakness in sterling is now 
nearly over and that the support 
which the dollar has lately received 
from British demand will soon be with- 
drawn. 

The pound sterling opened at about 
$5.06, up to cents overnight and forged 
ahead until it reached $5.12, where 
it closed, up 8 cents net. The franc 
came in at 6.08 cents, subsequently 
dipped as low as 6.04% cents and also 
Closed on the top at 6.14 cents, up 
13 points. 

Other Currencies Rise. 


Other important foreign currencies 
joined in the movement against the 
dollar. Guilders were 1.30 cents high- 
er at 63.05 cents, belgas advanced 44 
points to 21.84 cents, Swiss francs rose 
65 points to 30.39 cents and Canadian 
dollars improved 31 points to a premi- 
um of that amount. The mark was 
73 points higher at 37.43 cents and 
the lira was up 19 points at 8.25 
cents. 

Among bankers the renewed weak- 
ness of the dollar was accepted as a 
natural development of an unstable 
currency. The theory that the dollar 
has been “stable” in the last few 
weeks, merely because the RFC gold 
price has been unchanged and fluctu- 
ations of the exchange market have 
been less spectacular than they were 
early in November, has had little sup- 
port in Wall street.

BROKERS EXPLAIN 
LONDON ‘LEAK’ IN 
RFC GOLD PRICE 


{[Chieago Tribune Press Service.] 

New York, Dec, 14.—Wall street bro- 
kers found a simple explanation today 
for the “leak” which is alleged to 
have enabled London each day to ob- 
tain the RFC’s purchasing price for 
newly mined gold several minutes be- 
fore the treasury department’s official 
announcement reaches England. 

The brokers are convinced that 
there ig no leak, but that more skillful 
and direct use of the private commu- 
nication methods is responsible. Six 
large brokerage firms said they be- 
lieved they were able to transmit the 
news abroad more swiftly by one to 
four minutes than the treasury de- 
partment or its representatives. 

The treasury department makes 
public the gold price at 9:45 a. m. 
Brokers receive the quotations within 
a few seconds on the news ticker. 
They usually station a man at the 
ticker who immediately notifies rep- 
resentatives of the cable systems. 
Firms with important foreign connec- 
tions usually have a teletype printer 
in their offices which is linked 4di- 
rectly with the cable system. In less 
than a minute the news is on its way 
and when the dispatch reaches Lon. 
don branch offices there receive it im- 
mediately through direct wires to the 
cable office. 
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STOCK EXCHANGE HAS 
A PROGRAM ‘TO SELL 
ITSELF TO THE PUBLIC’ 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 

New York, Dec. 14.—The New York 
Stock exchange, facing congressional! 
regulation, has approved an #Xtensive 
publicity and advertising program de- 
signed “to sell itself to the public.’’ 
Brokers characterized the action taken 
by the exchange, which has always at- 
tempted to avoid public discussion of 
its affairs, as the most radical step 
enacted in many years. 

Although spokesmen for the stock 
exchange declined to comment, it is 
understood that the plan calls for a 
sponsored radio program over a na- 
tional hookup, a more liberal attl- 
tude toward press representatives, in- 
creased use of direct mail advertising, 
the lecture platform, and motion pic- 
tures. Although not yet included, it 


‘is sald that officials have under con- 


sideration the use of paid newspaper 
advertising of the institutional type 
which is now used by many banks and 
clearing houses. 

Approval of the plan was given to- 
day at a special meeting of the law 
committee which was attended by 
Richard Whitney, president of the ex- 
change. This committee, known as 
the “cabinet” of Mr. Whitney, Is 
composed of five of the most in- 
flUuential governors. 

The plan is not designed to swerve 
public opinion immediately. Rather, 
it is said, the exchange proposes a 
long run change in policy for the pro- 


'tection of its business. 


TELEPHONE USE 
SHOWS NEW GAIN 
FOR NOVEMBER 


{Chicago Tribane Presa Service.) 

New York, Dec. 14.—For the third 
consecutive month the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company fre- 
ported an increase in the number of 
telephones in use throughout the coun. 
try in November. At the same time 
the company reported that telephone 
traffic during the month rose to that 
of the corresponding month last year. 

The upturn in telephone connections 
was placed between 5,000 and 6,000. 
This estimate was below the gain of 
the preceding two months, but was re- 
garded as a favorable development in 
view of decreases reported by the New 
York Telephone company. 

New York's loss was more than off- 
set by improvement elsewhere, espe- 
cially in the south.

BRITISH SHIP LEADER 
DENOUNCES SUBSIDIES

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France Levies 
Huge Taxon 


U.S. Firms

PARIS, Dec, 14.—-The French gov- 
ernment has assessed American com- 
panies in France nearly two billion 
francs, covering taxes due under the 


double taxation law, despite the sign- 
ing of an agreement abolishing this 
form of taxation by former Ambassador 
Walter E. Edge and former Premier 
Andre Tardieu in the spring of 1932. 

This fact was divulged for the first 
time today by an irate importer who 
resented Washington's granting 
France a wine import quota equal to 
her pre-war imports while imports to 
France from America are now com- 
paratively far below any such figures. 


Assessment Held Secret. 


The companies have been keeping 
the assessment secret because, appar- 
ently, they hoped the American gov- 
ernment would intercede in their be- 
half. The American embassy refused 
to comment on the situation, so it 
could not ascertain whether’a formal 
protest had been made. 

Some of this taxation actually goes 
back forty years, when a few Ameri- 
can companies first established sub- 
sidiaries here. The French have never 
collected anything on it, so if the com- 
panies have to pay it will represent a 
staggering amount in many cases. 

So-called double taxation has been 
one of the thorns in the side of Franco- 
American relations for many years 
It provides that any company or sub. 
sidiary of a company operating in 
France can be taxed the regular taxes 
to which all French companies are 
subjected and extra taxes on the 
profits of the parent company and all 
the parent company's subsidiaries 
throughout the world. 

First Was Protective Measure. 


It was originally designed to hit 
companies which disguised their prof- 
its by ascribing them to their parent 
company. Under the law all local 
companies must give an accounting 
not only of their own operations but 
also of their parent companies. 

One large American company here, 
for instance, when asked to make 
such an accounting, figured it would 
cost $70,000 for the audit. Under these 
circumstances many companies re- 
fused to make such accountings. The 
French government thereupon made 
its own estimates of the turnover, prof- 
its and. dividends, figuring the taxa- 
tion upon the largest amount possible. 
This was easy with American com- 
panies, which generally publish their 
profits or turnover at least annually. 


Payment Is Requested, 


It is upon these figures that the 
French are now asking the American 
companies to pay. Americans had 
thought the questiun disposed of, so 
that the request came as a veritable 
shock, because early in the spring of 
1932 Mr. Edge and M. Tardieu for: 
mally signed an agreement abolishing 
the double taxation return for which 
America virtually recognized France's 
right to tmpose import quotas. 

In June, 1932, the American senate 
ratified this agreement, but it haa 
never been presented to the Frenc} 
parliament. It could not go into effect 
until a year after approval] by the

U.S. Protection. 


Washington, D, C., Dec. 14.—(P)— 
The proposed code for the electric 
light and power industry has fur- 
nished a new vehicle for protests 
against the competition from pub- 
licly owned power plants. Negotia- 
tions on the code, some officials be- 


eve, may lead to a detailed restate- 
ment by the administration of its 
attitude on the problem. 

Utility executives have told gov- 
ernment officials that the pact for 
the industry should give them pro- 
tection against increasec govern- 
mental and municipal competition. 
Their ideas have been embodied in 
a tentative code which has been the 
basis of discussion with national re- 
covery officials for the last séveral 
days. The power executives left today 
for New York, and they probably will 
return with a revised draft of the pro- 
posed code next week. 


Concerned Over PWA Loans. 


Before leaving, however, they point- 
ed to loans for municipal and pub- 
licly owned power projects from the 
public works administration as one 
basis for their concern. These com- 
mitments amount to $21,317,400 for 
twenty projects, and Secretary Ickes 
reiterated recently he saw no reason 
why they should not be continued. 

The utility executives, among them 
Floyd Carlisle of the Niagara-Hudson 
Power and George B. Cortelyou, head 
of the Edison Diectric institute, have 
also told recovery administrators they 
had no assurance that increased costs 
under the code could be met by higher 
rates. 

In virtually every state, power rates 
are supervised by state commissions 
and a preliminary survey of the attl- 
tude of these commissions on this 
question gave the power officials little 
comfort. 

Only the power operating compa- 
nies are to be included in the code’ 
since the holding companies are in- 
terpreted as outside the scope of the 
industry law. If the question of mu- 
nicipal competition is thrust to the 
front, as appears likely, both rates 
and operating companies probably will 
be taken into consideration. 

Status of Holding Companies. 

Recently the federal power commis- 
sion called public utility holding com- 
panies a‘ menace and said corrective 
legislation was needed. This led to 
the prediction by Senator Norris 
[Rep., Neb.], that statutes putting 
holding companies out of business 
would be passed at the next congress. 

The utility executives in their 
charges of unfair competition have 
included the Tennessee valley autnor 
ity, whose nucleus is the Muacle 
Shoals power project. President 
Roosevelt has described Muscle 
Shoals, Bovlder dam, and pending 
governmental projects as yardsticks 
with which to measure rates charged 
by private concerns. But in actual 
operation of the Tennessee valley au- 
thority its directors have said they 
wanted it to have the least possible 
adverse effect on soundly financed and 
operated private concerns. 

President Roosevelt has said that 
the American people were not taking 
advantage of power because rates in 
many instances have been too high,

Prince Says 


He Has ‘Hold’ 


on Armour Co. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
New York, Dec, 14.—Frederick H. 
Prince, Boston capitalist, who arrived 
from Europe last night, confirmed 
today the purchase of a “ substantial ” 


amount of common and preferred stock 
in Armour & Co. and declared that 
he planned to be in Chicago on Mon- 
day to confer with Armour company 
officials. 

Asked how much of an investment 
in the Armour stocks he had made 
Mr. Prince jokingly dodged a direct 
answer by remarking that “it wags 
enough to give me a hold on the com- 
pany.” He came back from Europe 
earlier than he intended, he added, 
because in the Chicago meat packing 
business “ there is an opportunity for 
constructive work to be done.” The 
packing business today, he feels, offers 
possibilities for profitable investment 
such as are provided in few other 
lines. 

Federal Attitude in Question. 


Mr. Prince brushed aside questions 
as to whether he might encounter 
difficulties in assuming a dominant po- 
sition in Armour & Co., while at the 
same time remaining president and 
controlling stockholder in the Chicago 
Union Stock Yards under the consent 
decree, which forbids packing com- 
panies to be interested in the stock 
yards. 

“ That,” he said, “ has nothing to do 
with the matter.” 

Mr. Prince did not talk about 
changes in the Armour board beyond 
saying that the question would not 
come up immediately. As the largest 
single stockholder, Mr. Prince believes 
he should have proportionate repre- 
sentation. How much that will be will 
be determined at later conferences. 


May Speed Up Recapitalization. . 


Mr. Prince’s arrival and his inten- 
tion to start negotiations next week 
with Armour officials speeded up ef: 
forts by the company management to 
produce some new ( recapitalization 
plans for elimination of the preferred 
stock and the liquidation of back divi- 
dends thereon. Mr. Prince said he did 
not care to talk about recapitalization 
Plans today. He did want to express 
some opinion on the railroad situation. 

“We are on the upgrade and confi- 
dence is returning,” he said. ‘“ The 
government is working on my plan for 
the railroads, and I believe it will help 
the genera! railroad situation. It pro- 
vides for the operation of the most 
economical lines and the pooling of 
earnings. Competition between rail- 
roads is no longer necessary because 
trucks provide such competition.” 


PLAN NOT DRAFTED YET, 


Officials of Armour & Co. said here 
last night that there had been no 
change in the status of the capital 
reorganization. No plan has been 
drawn up as yet. The preliminary 
work and proposals are being gone 
over, 

The impending visit of F. H. Prince, 
Boston broker, to the city was not 
known of officially but representatives 
of the company indicated. that the 
matter will be gone over with Mr. 
Prince when he comes. Indications 
were that negotiations will take on 
new life with the arrival of the Bos- 
ton capitalist, who has been accumu- 
lating shares of the company for some 
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Promoted be Board: 


Succeeds Legge. 


Directors of the International Har- 
vester company yesterday elected Ad- 
dis E. McKinstry to succeed the late 
Alexander Legge as president of the 
company. For the two years Mr. 
McKinstry has been first vice presi- 
dent and second in command of the 
company under Mr. Legge. 
In announcing his election Cyrus 
H. McCormick, chairman of the board, 
said: 
“The directors had no difficulty in 
determining upon Mr. McKinstry as 
the logical and exceptionally qualified 
successor of the great industrial lead- 
er whose place he now takes as chief 
executive of the Harvester company.

Born on Ohio Farm. 

Like Mr. Legge, Mr. McKinstry was 
a farm boy. He is 63 years old, and 
was born near Eaton, O. He has had 
only two employers in his life—the 
Deering Harvester company, which 
employed him as a boy of 16, fresh 
from school, and the present company, 
formed in 1902 by the merger of the 
Deering company and other concerns. 
His first job was that of handling 
repair parts in a branch house of the 
Deering company at Mansfield, O. At 
the age of 23 he was appointed a gen- 
eral agent, first at Helena, Mont., and 
later at Galesburg, Til. At the time 
of the merger in 1902 he was district 
manager for the Deering company for 
the eastern United States and Canada. 
In 1903 Mr. McKinstry was placed 
in charge of Canadian sales of the In- 
ternational Harvester company. Four 
years later he transferred from the 
sales to the manufacturing side of the 
business, becoming superintendent of 
the company’s new plant at Hamil- 
ton, Ont. 

Comes to Chicago in 1913. 
In 1912 he was appointed works 
manager of all the plants in Canada 
and the eastérn United States. 
A year later he was calied to the 
Chicago headquarters and placed in 
charge of the company’s engineering 
work in designing new agricultural 
machinery and improving old types, 
and was also given charge of purchas- 
ing and traffic. 3 

He became a vice president, in 
charge of sales and collections, in 
1919, was elected a director of the 
company in 1925 and became first vice 
president in 1932.

PLANNING NEW 
$600,000,000 LOAN

morning's Echo de Paris. 

Half the money would be used_to 
tide the treasury over the first few 
months of next year and the other 
half for the funding of the flomting 
debt. This paper says Finatice Min- 
ister Georges Bonnet plans tu ask par- 
liament to authorize the loan some 
time in February.
